"Whoever finds this boat, please 


return it. I am ending all

troubles forever. Ray Olson."

Meeting of Advancement Group

Milwaukee—A new scientific tool 


for industry, which tells unseen 
properties and secrets of rocks and 
minerals by the way they reflect 
light, was announced to the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science here today. 


The association began a five-day 


meeting with about 250 papers on 
12 branches of science. These are 
geology and geography, medicine, 
social and economic sciences, as- 
tronomy, 
forestry, 
agriculture, 


chemistry, physics, zoology, botany, 
engineering and education. . 


The light tells the amount of heat 


which can be had from coal, so 
that coals which look the same to 
the eye can be "ranked" according 
to heating quality. It can ascertain 
when the rock formation of a re- 
gion is incapable of producing oil. 
even from rocks that often do yield 
oil. 


Sea Widespread Use 


It promises wide. applications in 


ceramics, revealing 'chemical and 
physical qualities of glaze, such as 
covers pottery, without destroying 
the surface. It is useful for detect- 
ing flaws and for examining pol- 
ished glass. 


In metallurgy the light reflection 


is expected to be useful in measur- 
ing the optical "constants," certain 
important 
qualities 
that 
never 


change, in metals 
and metallic 


minerals. 


The discoveries were made at the

He 
is now in prison "for this, but the 
local charges have not been prose- 
cuted and probably never will be 
because he is old and sick. This was

In fact, the states and cities have 


been doing this in other ways for 
years but particularly under the 
New Deal.

A CIO union in the East has sued its

If the CIO charges can be sustained 


the law should give a complete remedy 
by way of damages or otherwise. 
For 


there is hardly anything quite so luckless 
and abortive the world over as a boy- 
cott. 


In this particular case as in practical- 


ly every other similar situation the boy- 
cott is a blanket injury of all, not only 
the participants but the public,' but once 
started it is likely to continue like a 
fire in a peat bog. 


Labor organizations habitually boost 


the goods that carry their own particu- 
lar label. The distinction between this 
practice and a boycott is the distinction 
between 
construction 
and 
destruction. 


A boycott demands revenge, manufactures 
malice and preserves hatred. 


Students of boycott operations have 


often declared that even the most care- 
fully engineered of such operations re- 
sults in as much injur:' to those who 
originate them as to those against whom 
they are employed. 


The most important case of boycott in 


a generation is that of the Jews against 
the Germans. It was inaugurated upon 
the supposition that there was practical- 
ly no other means of retaliation for the 
wrongs inflicted by the Hitler govern- 
ment. That idea was probably true but 
it is likely that before the Jews are 
through with that 
boycott, if not al- 


ready, their wish will be that they never 
undertook it. Although their boycott has 
hurt Berlin it is a weapon that two can 
use. 
How long the Nazis would have 


maintained the Jews as their pet goat 
no one knows but that their influence 
has extended into Poland, Hungary, Ara- 
bia, Italy and elsewhere, and because of 
the boycott, to spread racial intolerance 
and materially injure millions of innocent 
people is not an irrational deduction. 


The very existence of the CIO suit 


indicates that a legal claim will be made 
that those who loosen a boycott must 
respond in damages for its harmful ef- 
fects. Be the rules of law such as they 
may certain it is that penalties sufficient 
should be provided for the purpose of 
preventing anyone from resorting to a 
weapon with a dozen edges cutting in 
every direction of the compass and making 
every bad situation inf initely worse.

Lilacs 
LILAC TIME 


in the dooryard of an old 
farmhouse seemed to Walt Whitman so sugges- 
tive of all that is America that they set him 
Uunkong mournfully of Abraham Lincoln's fun- 


eral train moving slowly through the spring- 
time scents and color of a silcaz countryside. 
Now once again the lilacs have been in bloom. 
Their fronded clusters and haunting fragrance 
still recall the rural America where the institu- 
tions of the nation matured. 


So it is hard to realize that the lilac, accepted 


as so characteristically an American flower, 
came to us from the slopes of the Himalayas. 
The lilac is the state flower of New Hampshire. 
They know all about it up there. In 1750 Bcn- 
ning Wcniworth became governor of Xcw 
Hampshire and added a council chamber and a 
Icrracc to the house bis grandmother built at 
Portsmouth in 1690. The new terrace may have 
seemed bare to the new governor. At any rate. 
he planted there what are believed to have been 
the l:rst lilacs brought in an English sailing 
ship to America. Tradition traces lilacs back 
from England through Central Europe to a 
lamasery in Tibet, whence they were brought 


j by caravan. So Tibet is linked to Portsmouth in 


Gov. Wcntworth's lilacs. Those planted at 
Mount Vernon by George Washinjrton arc 
thouchl to be slips taken from the old Wcnt- 
worth estate. 


Lilacs, now rugged trees, are still growing 


there. The lilac is a loyal plant and delicate 
only in its radiant beauty. It guards stately 
mansions and abandoned farms alike, and 
blooms on undaunted long after the last dwel- 
lers have Jeft Carried as carefully tended slips 
in covered wagons, it has spread its purple 
floweragc luxuriantly between two oceans. 
Wherever in the United States man has set up 
his rooRrce the lilac seems to be part of the 
land. Each spring, as it blooms new. it stirs the 
earliest memories of most of us bom on Ameri- 
can soil—New York Tfcncs.

In the future his agents must be not 
less than five feet eight inches in 
height, nor more than six feet one 
inch, he revealed. They must weigh 
at least 160 pounds, and must under- 
go a thorough physical examination 
to test their health and condition, 
he said. 
"The idea is that federal agencies 


have adopted such standards, and 
the people of Wisconsin are

titled to the same standards in the 
men their state government em- 
ployes". Roach declared. 


The attainment examinations will 


For the 
enforcement staff, preference will 
be given to those applicants who 
have had four years of educational 
training beyond grade school, and 
who have training in chemistry.

To you, he's the 
fellow who warns you against ap- 
proaching trains.

the wig-wags suddenly become ani- 
mated and begin to nod back and 
forth, it's because he saw the train 
long before you did. 


The tower at the intersection of 


Appleton and Bates streets is one 
of five maintained within the citv 
by the Chicago and North Western 
railway to safeguard traffic against 
trains. 


Modtst Quarters 


Let's suppose you were to call at 


this tower some afternoon and hoist 
yourself up the abrupt steps into the 
modest quarters. Were you to ar- 
rive at 3 o'clock or later, your host 
would be Martin Zurkowski, who 
lives at 611 W. Atlantic street and 
•who this month will complete 18 
years service as a tower man. 


He'd find you a chair and you 


could sit back and look down the 
tracks and wait for a train to come: 
tower men spend an awful lot of 
time waiting for trains to arrive. 


Before Zurkowski are five switch- 


es. One of them operates the wig- 
wags at the Oneida street crossing. 
a second the warnings at the cross- 
ing on which the tower is located. 
a third controls the Superior street 
devices, and a fourth is hooked up 
with the-N. Division crossing. That's 
the stretch of track that Zurkow- 
ski's tower protects— from N. Divi- 
sion to Oncida street, inclusive. 


But there's a fifth switch that 


hasn't been explained. This one 
is connected directly to the bell at 
the Appleton 
and 
Bates street 


crossing. On other wig-wags, the 
bell rings as long as the juice is on. 
But the railroad has a different ar- 
rangement at this crossing so that 


rings stridently in the little room. 
You jump. Martin smiles. 


"She's at Winnebago street," he 


says. 


That bell is known as an annunci- 


ator. It announces the coming of a 
train on the main line. It's there to 
warn the tower man to warn traf- 
fic. Tower men know when there's 
a train coming, of course, without 
having a bell ring, but this precau- 
tionary measure makes it that much 
more certain. 


For instance, when the attendant 


is busy with switch engines shunt- 
ing box cars to warehouses, bis at- 
tention, is taken from the main 
track.

EW YORK —W— For a little 
fellow, Sydney Wooderson, 
the 126-pound Briton who 


holds the world outdoor mile rec- 
ord, has managed to stir up a great 
big fuss. 


So far as track fans and writers 


are concerned, the outcome of his 
appearance in the Princeton invi- 
tation mile last Saturday is threat- 
ening to wipe out all the interna- 
tional good will created by the re- 
cent visit of England's king and 
queen. 


Far from winning that "mile of 


the century," as hs and most Bri- 
tish foot-racing fanatics had ex- 
pected, Sydney came in last while 
Chuck Fenske, former University 
of Wisconsin star, took first place 
in the rather ordinary time of 4:11. 


Sets Slow Pace 


That time was mainly the result 


of the slow pace the Englishman 
set for the first three quarters. And 
when the time came for the final 
dash to the tape, Wooderson was 
involved in a collision or near-col- 
lision with Blaine Rideout, the Tex- 
an, lost his stride 
and never 


recovered. 
Glenn 
Cunningham, 


who was pocketed during a large 
part of the race and who also stum- 
bled not far from the finish, came 
on to take second some live yards 
behind Fenske. Archie San Romani 
was third and Rideout outlasted 
Wooderson by a step or two for 
fourth. 


As for the accident on the last 


turn, there's probably a version of 
it for every one of the 30,000 spec- 
tators in Palmer stadium. The 
trained observers in the press box 
haven't quite been able to agree, 
but the headline writers in Lon- 
don were unanimous in the opinion 
that the Briton was "fouled."

The American writers who saw 


the race left with the impression 
the collision hadn't made much -dif- 
ference. 
Wooderson

through" when it happened, they 
said, and Fenske would have won 
anyway. 


"Ran Blindly" 


Another version came from one 


of the runners, who asked to re- 
main anonymous: 


"He spirnted every time Rideout 


tried to pass him and when the 
twin did get just a mite ahead ap- 
proaching the last'turn, the thing 
happened. 
Wooderson tried to 


sprint once more. He ran blindly. 
Rideout took the natural curve of 
the track and Sydney went straight 
ahead instead of sticking to the 
curb and ran right into Rideout."

Born at Bradford, O., Sothoron 


had been making his home in New 
York. He is survived by his wife. 


Started With Browns 


Sothoron started his major league 


career with the St. Louis Browns in 
1914, and after a trip back to the 
minors was with the dub through 
1921. He also hurled for Boston and 
Cleveland in the American league. 
He ended his major league play- 
ing career with the Cardinals in 
1926. 


Later Sothoron managed Louis- 


ville of the American Association, 
and in 1933 coached for the Browns. 
Shortly afterwards he became man- 
ager of the American Association 
club at Milwaukee where he had 
several successful years before he 
was dropped last season. 


Came Here In 1934 


Sothoron, who was named mana- 


ger of the Milwaukee club in 1934, 
resigned at the end of last season. 
Only one Brewer team under his 
direction, 1935. finished out of first 
division. In 1936, he led the Mil- 
waukee club to the American asso- 
ciation pennant and to victory over 
Buffalo in the Little World scries. 


He was manager of the associa- 


tion All-Star teams in 1934, '35 and 
"37, and led the Milwaukee team 
against the league All-Stars in 1936. 
Ho was the only manager to appear 
in four Ail-Star games.

35-year-old person can buy $1000 of straight life insurance for a net cost— 
that term to be explained later—of S2.74 a year. The cheapest of some 25 
regular life insurance companies listed in the table was $4.60 a year— 
nearly twice as much. The most ex- | 
pensive company was put down at 
S8.73 a year. As against $2.40 under 
the state supervised bank insurance.

They were 
assisted by the Rev. Louis Winter, 
Plum City, Wis., and A. A. Winter, 
Mauston, Wis. 


The congregation was organized 


in 1864, the Rev. T. H. Jaeckel, Zit- 
tau, the first pastor wrote the con- 
stitution and articles of incorpora- 
tion. The first church, a log struc- 
ture, was erected one mile west of 
the present one. The Second was 
built a few years later in the east- 
ern part of East Bloomfield. and the 
present church was erected in 1891. 
The Rev. A. E. Schneider, present 
pastor, has served the congregation 
since 1925. 
The congregation has 


been served by the following pas- 
tors: The Rev. T. Jaeckel, 1864-1868; 
the Rev. Wiese, 1868-1871; the Rev. 
Meyer, 1871-1875; the Rev. E. A. 
Pankow, the first resident pastor, 
was installed in 1875. he was suc- 
ceeded by the Rev. Dagofoerder in 
1878. The Rev. J. Sauer, served 
from 1880-1887; the Rev. Bast. 1887- 
1890; Rev. F. Thrun, 1891-1892; the 
Rev. J. Zuberbier. 1892-1918; the 
Rev. F. Weber, 1919-1925.

THREE KINDS OF CAVES 


Most caves are made by water, 


but some are produced by explo- 
sions of volcanoes. 


In Iceland, caves have been form- 


ed in large numbers after the erup- 
tion of volcanoes. This is a usual 
way they have been made: 


Limestone Cave in Somersetshire, 


England. 


A volcano sent out a stream of 


lava, and it flowed down a slope 
until it was halted by something, 
such as a hollow on the slope. 


When the lava stream stopped, 


the outside cooled quickly and 
hardened into rock. 
The inside 


stayed hot, very hot. Before long, 
the hot inside burst and broke a 
hole in one side. This hole became 
the entrance to a cave. Caves of 
this kind exist in the Canary is- 
lands and the Azores, as well as in 
Iceland. Some of them are more 
than 100 feet wide. Long cavelike 
tunnels have been formed by flow- 
ing lava. 


Other caves have been made by 


waves dashing against cliffs. Slow- 
ly but surely the water wears away 
the rock, and sometimes the ledges 
above tumble down. 
For many 


years, however, the cliff is likely 
to have one or more caves in it 
Wave-made caves have been cut 
in some parts of the shore of Lake 
Superior, and they have become 
famed for their number and large 
size. 


The greatest caves were made 


by 
water 'running 
under 
the 


ground. Jn many places, rivers or 
small streams flow through chan- 
nels which they have cut into rock. 
They are supplied with water from 
rain or melting snow. The water 
seeps down into the ground, and 
passes into cracks in the rock lay- 
ers. 


When the water flows over beds 


of limestone, it will in time gouge 
into the rock and make a large hol- 
low. Thousands of years are need- 
ed for a good-sized cave to be made 
in this way. 


Among 
the 
famous 
limestone 


caves on this continent are the 
Carlsbad caverns of New Mexico 
and Mammoth cave in Kentucky. 


In Mammoth cave are miles and 


miles of rooms and passages. One 
room is 250 feet wide and 400 feet 
long. In some places the ceiling is 
over 200 feet high. 


The Carlsbad caverns 
contain 


perhaps the largest room in the 
world. It is large enough to hold 
several ocean liners. In fact, the 
"Queen Mary." "the Queen Eliza- 
beth" and the "Normandie" might 
be placed end to end inside it. The 
greatest 
height of the ceiling in 


this room is about 300 feet.

committee, made a 10-month study 
of an incentive tax program and of 
employe profit-sharing plans. They 
held profit-sharing "essential to the 
ultimate maintenance of the cap- 
•ilalistic system." 


Senator Johnson 
(D-Colo). thc 


third committee member, disagreed 
with some of the conclusions and 
did not sign thc report 


"Capital in the final analysis pays 


or will pay the entire cost of pro 
viding for the unemployed," the re- 
port said, "and congress should not 
sit idly by awaiting the inevitable 
impoverishment of our capitalistic 
system 


"A job has to be done and done 


promptly and business alone cannot 
accomplish it. . . ." 


The committee recommended spe- 


cific tax credits for increased em- 
ployment when the extra employes 
are engaged in other than capital 
expenditure projects, and a program 
of tax exemptions aimed at en- 
couraging economic development. 


"The 
savings to taxpayers," it 


said, "would be used to put men to 
work directly by business instead 
of being paid to government and 
disbursed on public works which 
will not add to the productive fa- 
cilities of the nation.

Scribe Believes People of 


World are Turning to Moral 


Regeneration to Cure Ills

Moosehcad, Maine —(ft— When I 


came up here a fortnight ago to 
teach Maine guides how to fish, I 
had just received from Tom Kcene, 
editor of the Elkhart (Ind.) Truth, 
the thought that it would be a 
great thing if certain foreign states- 
men could be persuaded to go fish- 
ing for a whole year. 


Keene wrote me that he believed 


the "world would be a more whole- 
some and more peaceful place in 
which to live" if these gentlemen 
could be interested in Waltonian 
pursuits, because the great outdoors 
humanizes a fellow. 


That rather fanciful bit of philo- 


sophy has been running steadily 
through my mind ever since, along 
with the natural corollary: 


What happens if these 
difficult 


individuals can't be persuaded to 
go fishing? Where are we headed? 


One gets a good deal of time and 


inspiration* for reflection up here in 
Tom's "great outdoors," among the 
unspoiled silver lakes and spruce- 
clad mountains, which perhaps is an 
added argument in favor 
of 
his 


thesis. Of course there are certain 
distractions — black-flies, for 
in- 


stance. 


Black-flies are the Napoleons of j 


the insect world — small, but oh' 
my! It's hard to believe that such a 
tiny creature could inflict so much 
torture. One belligerent black-fly 
will put a pace-minded man to rout, 
which is somewhat reminiscent of 
Tom Keene's European statesmen. 


Could Be Worse 


To be sure, the flies haven't been 


nearly so bad either here or abroad 
as those described by one of the 
guides in my fishing camp. As a 
dozen of us were sitting about the 
fire after a day with rods he relat- 
ed that he once saw the black-flies 
so thick that if you stuck your 
thumb out of a window you would 
poke a hole in the swarm.

The 
guide couldn't see the shore, either, 
and the only way he could keep his 
course was to flail the air with his 
paddle like a fan every so often, to 
make a hole through the midst of 
the flies so he could get a glimpse 
of the land. 


Despite the distraction of the flies, 


and the big fish we lose, one still 
has plenty of time to think, and 
Tom's idea recalled a remark made 
to me recently by Lemmel Parton, 
columnist of the New York Sun. 
We were talking about the chaotic

er of the Squalus, both absolving 
and praising the surviving members 
of his crew. In turn, the 32 others 
who •were rescued stood silent when 
asked if anyone cared to make, a 
complaint against Naquin's conduct 
during the accident and the ensu- 
ing hours on the ocean floor. 


Commander A. L McKee, plan- 


ning officer at the Portsmouth Nt- 
vy Yard, told the board of inquiry
